WHERE TOS 


The proper place to start the spring 
clean-up campaign in Edmonton is on the 
paved streets of the city. Thanks to an 
almost snowless winter the pavement 
everywhere is coated with a layer of dust, 
which probably contains also a plentiful 
supply of assorted disease germs, 

No doubt if we wait long enough Na- 
ture will send a heavy rain and wash off 
the dirt. But in the meantime every wind 
that blows will raise a dust storm, 

Public comfort and public safety sug> 
gest that the city authorities should anti- 
cipate Nature and treat the pavements, 
sidewalks and roadways alike, to a thor 
ough drenching, by the co-operative use of 
water carts and hose lines, 

Cleanliness is next to godliness, Hav- 
ing reorganized the police force, let’s wash 
down the pavements and lay claim to 
both virtues 


LET THE DEFICIT STAND 


President Hoover, facing a deficit of 
$700,000,000, says there will be no_ in- 
crease in taxation, If the Dominion Goy 
ernment is wise, or even merciful, it will 
follow that timely and excellent lead. 

Canada’s deficit can hardly be great- 
er, in proportion to population, than that 
of the United States. And if there are 
not within the republic opportunities to 
collect the funds to make up the loss with 
out further paralyzing industry and pro- 
longing the stalemate, conditions in Can- 


ada are not such as to warrant the at- 
tempt. ios 
The unavoidable deficits which are 


thrust upon governments in periods of 
stagnation should be financed as the un- 
avoidable expenditures that are thrust 
upon them in time of war, If Canada could 
not pay for the war while the war was 
going on and while war prices were ob- 
tainable for everything that was produced, 
it certainly cannot pay for the depression 
while the depression is on without making 
bad times worse and more protracted, We 
cannot pay as we go when we are not ‘go- 
ing’ anywher« 


RECOGNITION IS DUE 


Professor Clark of the Research Coun- 
cil of Alberta has been granted a patent 
by the Government of the United States 
for the process and the apparatus devised 
by him for separating and treating the 
bituminous sands found in the Athabasca 
district. And the patentee has turned 
over to the governors of the University of 
Alberta the commercial rights thus gain- 
ed through his investigations 

The granting of the patent is evidence 
in itself that these experiments have been 
successful, and that it is probably pos- 
sible to bring this great natural resource 
into commercial use by the method and 
machinery thus evolved, If and when that 
is demonstrated to be # fact, the Govern- 
ment of Alberta will be doing less than its 
duty if it does not make a very substantial 
grant to Professor Clark, the more sub- 
stantial because of the fine publie spirit 
he has shown in turning over to the Unt- 
versity rights which might have been ex- 
ceedingly profitable to himself 

This province is not so poor that tt 
needs to deny even to a college professor 
a suitable reward for outstanding service 
rendered; and the people of the province 
are not so niggardly that they would want 
that done. 


SOVIET CROP PLANS 


Soviet plans are said to provide for 
putting 39 million acres more land under 
cultivation this year than last, an increase 
of something less than ten per cent 

That of course sounds bad, and the 
news may be broadcasted at this time in 
hope that farmers in other countries will 
be frightened into reducing their acreage 
and thus leave the Soviet a free hand in 
the wheat importing markets next fall. 
Candidly examined, the figures lose some- 
thing of their formidable first signifi- 
cance 

It is not explained whether this means 
an increase of 30 million acres in the en- 
tire Russian crop area, or an increase ol 
that amount in the land taken into collec 
tivist farms and put under direct govern 
ment operation. In the latter event most 
of the land was probably under crop last 
year 

Lf this is an increase of JY million acres 


of newly broken raw land, not all of it will 
be sown to wheat; little of it, in fact, if the 
practice in Russia corresponds to that in 
western Canada, And if the Russian this 
tle thrives at home as it does in this coun 
try, the inerease in new breaking will be 
offset by an equal area put under summet 

fallow; or the yield from the old land will 
be correspondingly reduced, 

Russia had an unusually good wheat 
crop last year. The average is given offi- 
cially as 13.4 bushels per acre. A drop of 
ten per cent in the average yield would 
neutralize the ten per cent increase in 
acreage, 

Russia's wheat crop last year is given 
as 86 million metric tons. The year before 
the figure was 71 million metric tons, 
which was not sufficient for the home re 


quirements. The margin, of say 10 mii 
lion metric tons, accounted for the surplus 
dumped this winter into the importing 
markets of Europe, and that margin 


would not have existed but for an unusu- 
ally favorable growing season, 

The part that Russian wheat will play 
in the world markets next winter depends 
less upon the plans the Soviet is making 
now than upon the kind of weather Rus- 
sia may get between now and threshing- 
time, A dry season or a wet season or a 
timely frost in the wheat belt would elim- 
inate the announced increase in acreage 
as a factor in world supply and the mak- 
ing of prices.
